in Proſperity of Affairs, Recovery from Sickneſs, 
happy Marriage, coming to an Eſtate, or the like. 

 Eleventhly, In Letters of Advice or Council, 
conſider whom you give the Advice, and let it be 
ſuited according as the Occaſion requires; and dee 
liver your Opinion with Gravity, and Sobriety, 
weighing your Arguments, againſt which there 
may be no material Obje&ians'; be not haſty to 
give Advice, unleſs really deſired, and then you 
may do it ſo far as you perceive it proper. 

Tw:Ifthly, In Letters of Recommendation, in 
that caſe inſinuate a jult Character of the Perſon 
you recommend, in caſe of Service, Marrigge, 
Truſt, or the like, that he may be reſpo 12 for 
what you write, that rio after Diſgrace pr Leſs of 
Friendihip may redound to your Prej adice.
